According to reports received at the | 


head office of the China inland mis- 
sion, the Slichter party left Anshunfu 
several days ago upon consular warn- 
ing, and owing to the impossibility of 
reaching the head waters of the Yan¢- 
tze river, decided to travel southward 
toward Yunnanfu, capital of Yunnan 
province, hoping to get out by a rail- 
road connecting with Haipong, French 
Indo-China. 


‘The outrage ts supposed,to have 
happened within the borders of Yun- 
nan province, but the date was not 
given, the information having come 
out by means of a letter from the cap- 
tives, who are still being held in a 
mountainous, inaccessible region. Jo- 
seph E. Jacobs, the American consul 
at Yunnanfu, whose home is at 
Charleston, 8. C., and who now is de- 
tailed to special duties at the Shang- 
hai consulate, telegraphed to the Brit- 
ish consul at Yunnanfu, asking for 
further information regarding the cap- 
tives and urging that efforts be made 
to secure their release. 


According to Mr. Jacobs, Yunnan 


province, while having a radical gov- 
ernment, is not affiliated with the na- 
tionalists, Tang Chih-yao, the gov- 
ernor of Yunnan, is of the old type of 
militarist and is popularly known as 
China’s greatest opium smuggler ow- 
ing to his extensive cultivation of 
opium and its shipment into parts of 
China via Indo-China and Hongkong.
